BECAUSE we believe in one God, 
the Creator and Sustainer of all men, 
and 

BECAUSE we believe in the dignity 
and value of every human being, and 

BECAUSE we believe that genuine 
religious belief is a voluntary act of 
the will and not a product of human 
coercion, 


WE DECLARE our commitment to 
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Crisis In The 
SE Conference 


During the past several years, the 
Southeast Conference has been operat- 
ing “in the red” each year! To offset 
this, the Division of Christian Educa- 
tion of the Board for Homeland Min- 
istries has been supplying $4,000 an- 
nually to the Conference, The Conter- 
ence sold the house in which the 
Lightbourne family lived and_ this 
helped pay bills. Several friends made 
significant gifts to the Conference dur- 
ing these years. 

At the end of 1968, a review of the 
financial crisis of the Conference was 
made, The Division of Christian Edu- 
cation felt it could not continue the 
$4,000 subsidy. Without the above re- 
sources, the Conference faces a $20,000 
deficit in 1969! 

The Division of Church Extension 
of the Board for Homeland Ministries 
has made a special gift of $5,000 to 
offset this indebtedness. We still need 
$15,000. We hope friends of the Con- 
ference will again help, but we must 
await their decision on the matter. 

Cc. C. W. M. goals have been sent 
out to the churches, If every church 
paid every cent of its OCWM goal, we 
would have $68,000, and not the $48,- 
000 received from the churches in 1968, 
In other words, this would eliminate 
the deficit expected! 

If the churches fail to do their ut- 
most, then 1970 will be the year of 
cutbacks for the Conference, from staff 
to church aid, from expenses for meet- 
ings to expenses for the office, from a 
world mission to a narrow selfish inis- 
sion. We have a crisis in the Southeast 
Conference that only the churches and 
interested individuals can meet. 

We are wgrateful for the help of na- 
tional boards, but we as a conference 
and as local churches must arise to the 
need also. — W. J. Andes

Minneapolis - St. Paul, Minn.; Neills- 
ville, Wisconsin; Pleasant Hill, Tenn.— 
to name a few. 

Overseas workcamps are also a pos- 
sibility for college youth; at LeCham- 
bon-Sur-Lignon, France (knowledge of 
French necessary); Birmingham, Eng- 
land; Gelnhausen, Germany (know- 
ledge of German necessary); and Villar 
Pellice, Italy.

WE THEREFORE DECLARE our 
disapproval of any governmental ac- 
tion of which the primary purpose or 
result is to promote belief or disbelief 
in particular religious principles. 


Iv. 

BECAUSE our common religious be- 
fiefs lead us to guard against causing 
hurt to others, and 

BECAUSE we believe that coercion 
of any kind with respect to religious 
beliefs violates the personal integrity 
and human dignity of the persons who 
are subjected to it, and 

BECAUSE we believe that govern- 
ment support of religion is inevitably 
a form of such coercion and is, there- 
fore, ineffective and detrimental, and 

BECAUSE we believe that ultimate 
values are not the appropriate concern 
of government but should arise from 
the people themselves, 

WE DECLARE that the maintenance 
and furtherance of religion are the re- 
sponsibilities of the church, synagogue, 
and home, and not of the public school 
or of any other institution of govern- 
ment, 

WE FURTHER DECLARE our dis- 
approval of ‘all laws designed to incul- 
eate religious beliefs, and AFFIRM 
our commitment to the principle of 
government neutrality in matters of 
religious belief,

According to an old tradition, it was 
the twelfth night after Christmas, 
January 6, that the Wise Men reached 
Bethlehem with their gifts, led there 
by the star. We call this season—Jan- 
uary 6 and the following three weeks 
--Epiphany, a “showing forth” to the 
gentile world of the gift of God’s girace 
in the coming of the Savior, It is God 
who is manifest in the person of Jesus 
Christ at Christmas. At Epiphany, the 
emphasis is on Jesus Christ being 
made manifest to the whole world. 

During Epiphany, we should seek 
new ways to manifest the glory of God 
among mankind. How can we mani- 
fest the glory of God at our place of 
business, in our home life, as we play 
basketball or golf, when we go visit- 
ing, and out across the world?. 

In turmoil and conflict, darkness and 
dread, how can we as a church mani- 
fest the presence of God? When there 
is hunger in the world, how can we 
reveal the “bread of life?” How can 
we as persons manifest the glory of 
God? 

Epiphany is concerned with “light”, 
We believe that God can and does il- 
luminate the darkness of the world. 
We may not radiate much light as we 
move about, but we can reflect the 
Light of the World, even Jesus Christ 
our Lord. 

Rev. T. L. Trost, pastor of Syosset 
Community Church in New York, 
wrote in the January issue of the Unit- 
ed Church Herald: “Like Peter, James 
and John, we also must climb the 
Mount of Transfiguration and let the 
light of God as it appears in the face 
of Jesus Christ engulf us, burn out our 
sins, make us whole again, and em- 
power us to get on with the tasks God 
has entrusted to us. 

“Only then will we be able to go 
back to the cities and suburbs, the 
ghettos and villages, the highways and 
byways of this world and let the light 
of Jesus dispel the darkness that cov- 
ers the face of humanity.”

Snow and rain did not deter the 
meeting of the SEC Youth officers at 
Cumberland Mountain State Park, 
Crossville, Tenn., the weekend of De- 
cember 14 and 15—they just cut down 
the attendance! 


Between hiking in the snow, play- 
ing Monopoly ’til the wee hours, cook- 
ing and dishwashing, we found time to 
think through meanings of youth min- 
istry and where we should be going 
in the Southeast Conference. 


Two events have evolved; 


1. The Annual Meeting, March 15-16, 
1969. We feel that we really need to 
face youth’s involvement, both in the 
church and in the world, Several con- 
cerns included: one, that although 
young people are allowed to become 
church members, few have a signifi- 
eant voice in the church’s policies, Hi- 
ther they are assigned jobs by adults 
or they are mere passive spectators. 


Another concern: How may youths’ 
concerns for the world be communicat- 
ed? Only the “far out” youths receive 
the headlines. Youths are drafted, but 
in only two states may those under 18 
vote. 


We heard the record, Living Par- 
ables, in which Clarence Jordan trans- 
lates familiar Bible stories into con- 
temporary settings; we read scripture 
from Good News for MOdern Man; we 
read poetry by youth in the United 
Church Herald, and prayers by Mal- 
colm Boyd and others. 


We felt that more young people and 
adults need exposure to contemporary 
expressions of Christian witness and 
then help in becoming involved in the 
church and in the world. Thus, we are 
working to involve several people in 
the Annual Meeting leadership. 


2. A COnsultation-Planning Event to 
be held at Camp Calvin, near Atlanta, 
Saturday and Sunday, February 1 and 
2. This event is designed to do three 
things: involve regional youth officers 
and their adult advisors in thinking 
through .the direction of youth minis- 
try in the Southeast Conference; train
